<a ERE not the Annals of the Zee 
B27) Times written in the Memories of 

& the generality of Men , or were 
not a freſh Generation ſufficiently 
” Js S informed touching that Execrable 
Murder, whereof their Parents were guilty this 
Day, it would be neceſſary for me to give you 
an account of the ſad Occaſion of our meeting 
now. | But the Clamour of the World about 
our ears, the Judgments of God that have a- 
larm'd us even at our doors, that Reproach and 
Infamy which this Nation lyeth under, thoſe 
Miſeries we have felt, and thoſe we fore-ſee , 


but above all the Conſciences in our breaſts, 
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of Mares, 
fd gey that mighty 

Man fell, by /own Subjects he 
fell, by the mercileſs Ax he fell, before the face 
of the Sun, and at his own doars-he fell , and 
with him the breath of our Noſtrils was taken 
away, the Joy of the Earth, .the Beauty of _S1- 
-n, theFountain of Law, 'antthe Father ofthe 
Church, and all Order, Peace, and Religion 
followed him, and was buried with him in the 
ſame Grave, Be aſtoniſhed, O ye Heavens, and 
let the Earth put-onther Weeds-of mourning ; 
let Rhetorick be ſilent, .and our Thoughts be 
confounded with'horrour , let Chriſtianity hide 
her Face, and let the Thrones of Princes be co- 
ver'd with Sack-cloth , /levthe'Voice of Loyalty 
be ftill, andilet ;all Faces: gather blackneſs ,/for 
this was a:thing never ſeen;>never heard'of be- 
fore 4 the Tongue of /Meniand Angels 45 not a- 
ble to-expreſs the black-Circumſtances of it ; 
that Majeſty ſhould be accuſed for Difloyalty to 
the People, -that Subje&s ſhould opprefs their 
Sovereign by luch pompous -and ſolemn Artifi- 
ces of Cruelry ; that Chriftians,'who are com- 
-manded to Obey for Conſcience fake, ſhould for 
Conlcience lake Rebe/l, for Conſcience ſake turn 
the whole Land into an Ace/dama, a Field of 
Blood, and at laſt be ſo bold as' to cut off; -not 
the Shirt of his Garment, but *the very Head. of 
: the 
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the Lords Anointed, and that: for Conſcience 
fake too ; that they ſhould be ſo profligate and 
prodigiouſly-wicked, as: to. ſtamp upon all theſe 
«nnatural Proceedingsthe ſacred/Names of Ju- 
ſtice and Religion : This-is ſuch a 24yftery of 1n- 


' 7quity as no Age can parallel; no Hiſtory com- 


eth near it, but that which tells.us of the Sel- 
ling and Arraigning, and Condemaning and Exe- 
cuting of the Son gf God himſelf. » 

But as long as the Fifth of November and the 
Thirtieth of Fax«ary ſtand in our Calenaay in 
Red Letters, wehall never want occaſion of 1n- 


forming the World (if it benot inform'd enough 


already) of the bloody | Attempts: of the- Rozriſh, 
and the Reformed:Jeluite,. the Devil with a Cru- 
cifix- and a Legend, and the Devil with a Bible 
and Samuel's Mantle, I join them together, 
becauſe like S4-zpſor's Foxes, they let all on Fire, 
though they are turn'd tail to tail, and their Faces 
look-two contrary ways. v; | 
The Argument which has:been uſed by many 
men to prove the Papacy tobe Antichriſt, 1s 
this, that the Pope'exalteth himſelf above all 
that is called God, that is (as ſome Divines un- 
derftandit) above the Kings of the Earth, arrg- 
eating to himſelf a Power over them in things 
Spiritual, and in Temporal matters too, :z# ordine 
2d Spiritualia, If this be true, I know not how 
They can rub the-mark ofthe Beaſt out of Their 
Foreheads, who pretending to be. Reformers, 
haveclaimed the ſame Power over Kings, whom 


they are pleaſed to call Tyrants, as the _ 
| ot

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. doth over thoſe whom he is pleaſed to call He- 


reticks, - Sure I am, *tis an Antichriſtian Principle 
which was never held till theſe laſt days, when 
men of debauch*d Conſciences have. counted it 
a great piece of Religion to be Traytors, And 
into the bargain, *cis a Principle ſo ſ{editious, that 
I am not afraid to fay, *Twas the Trumpet that 
ſounded a Battalis in 1642, And the Ax that 
cut off the Kings head:in 2648, __ 

I find thoſe who were good Chriſtians, and 
Loyal Subjects, oppoſing this Principle through- 
out the late Troubles, (when Gooawzrn and Bridy- 
es, and the reſt of thoſe Rebels defended it 1n 
Print,) particularly, the Judicious and Excellent 
Dr. Hammond did learnedly confute it in that 
Treatiſe of his—Of Reſiſting the Lawful Magi- 
ſtrate, which was written in the Heat of the 
War, And afterwards-in his Addreſs to the 
Lord Fairfax and his Cguncil of War, whetrt . 
they had the King in their Clutches, The So- 
ber World ſaw, that nothing could promote, or 
juſtifie a Rebellion, nor ere firſt a Tribunal for 
the King's Arraigment, and then a Scaffold for 
his Execution , but this Bloody and deſperate 
Dodqtine, that The Magiſtrate hath his Autho- 
rity from the People, and that they may re-aſſume 
the Authority to themſelves, and both Try and 
Sentence Him, in caſe of default. 

A man might wonder, : that fince God. hath 
brought a Calm upon this Land by the Happy 
Reſtauration of an Exil'd Prince,' the ſame. boi- 
ſterous Eureclydon ſhould rife again upon. our 

Coaſts, 


on the 30 of January. 


Coaſts, to ſink this Kingdom deeper than ever 
in a Gulph of miſeries ; But ſuch is the temper 
of men who love to ſwim upon the top, like 
mire in troubled Waters, that nothing is a great- 
er Eye- ſore tothem, than'a /aſting Peace. We 
know, that ſome pretending to wit and Policy 
(I wiſh I may ſay Chriſtianity too) have decla- 
red to this purpoſe,that The King is King by Law, 
that Government is not Fure Divino, but that 
the (ountry-Swain hath as good a Title to his Cot- 
rape as the King hath to his Crown, And1con- 
fels, if St. Hobbs, or St. Machiavil, be as Authen- 
tick as St. Paul, if once the Scriptures come to 
be degraded into the ſame Claſſs with 24agnz 
Chayta, and the Yozce of the. People be made as 
Authoritative as the word of Goa , ſo it is, 

But let them put upon it the beſt Gloſs they 
can, to make it popular and pleaſing to the Rab- 
ble, it is deftructive* of all Goveramgnt, and 
- may be compared to the Locuſts, Rev. 8, which 
though they had comely faces like men, yet were 
their ſhapes like unto Horſes prepared unto Battel, 
and had tails like unto Scorpions, We have found 
by woful experience, that it hath involv'd this 
Kingdom in. Oze Unnatural War already, and 
he that is'not fo Loma ng as Lynceus, may 
yer eaſily fore-ſee;that when ever it ſhall be radi- 
cated in the Conſciences of a Tumultuous Rout 
(and there be many aking Teeth among us) it 
will R720 it in another, Fed E342 | 

'For theſe Reaſons, Thope it will not ſeem ei- 
ther #nſeaſonable; or unneceſſary, if to anſwer 
My B thoſe 
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thoſe Obligations, which Religion and Allegi- 
ance both have laid upon me, I difcourle at this 
time touching.the Chief Magiſtrates Authority g 
and for my Subje, I have made choice of theſe 
4 words of Wiſdom, that is, the Soa of God, .the 
Wildomg of the Father z By him Kings Reign ; 
by his Powerand Authority , though they. are 
appointed for the Pegples goad, yet are they not 
the Peoples Creatures , they .receive not thair 
Commiſſion from any thing under Heaven. nor 
is their Power a. Derivative, fromany Conſent, 
or Suffrage of men, or Humane Law ; but from 
his Appointment who 1s the Original ofall Pow- 
er, and whoſe Truſtees, and Repreſentatives, 
andimmediate Deputies they are, . - By me Kings 
Reign, | . 
I know ſome have look'd upon this Poſition; 
as ſomewhat too much and toolofry to be grant- 
ed, and would fain have 1g 28 a piece of 
Courtſhip and Flattery brought into Requeſt of 
late by ſome Prelates of this Church, by one e- 
ſpecially, whoſe Head was more worth than the 
Nobtleſt Darhars that ever followed Coreh in his 
Conſpiracy, And therefore for the clearing of 
this matter, I ſhall endeavour to make it-good: 
by Scripture, and Reaſon, and the Teſtimonies; 
of the Ancients , which I hope will. be enough 
,to ſatisfic any man butan Atheiſt, but an Unrea- 
ſonable Machiaviliian, but Haughty and Inſo- 
lent Tnnovators, who are gives to Changes, . and 
fear neither God nor the King © as our Solomon in- 
timates, Prov, 24.2 L, 


1, For 
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<1: For Scripture. I would fain know what 


Article of Faith is more plainly, and more ex- 
prefly afferted in the _word of God, than this 
thing, Conftult the place in Rozs. 13. 1, 2, Let 
every Soul be ſubject to the higher Powers, for 
there is no Power but of God, the Powers that be, 
are ordainedof God : whoſoever therefore refilteth 
the' Power, refiſteth the Ordinance of God, Andat 
the Fourth vey. the Apoftle tells us, twice in a 
Breath, that che Megiſtrate is the Miniſter of God, 
Where he confuterh two very groſs miſtakes, 
the one on the Chriſtians part, the other on 
the Heathens, There were ſome lately con- 
verted from Judaiſm to' Chriftianity , who 
did greatly queſtion whether the Roman Go- 
vernment they lived under then was from 
God, as that was under the Kings of 1ſrae/. 
The Phariſees once put the Caſe to our Savi- 
our, whether it were lawful to give Tribute un- 
to Caſar or not, Mat. 22. 173. Though they 
were forced of Neceſfity to ſubmit to the Rv- 
»ar Yoke, yet they did not think that it was 
laid upon their necks by the hand of Ged. And 
therefore that Speech of theirs, we have wo 
King but Cazlar, Foh. 19. was ſpoken only to 
curry-favour with Pilate. For their fr 

Rebellions, and endeavours to ſet themlelves 
free from the Heathen's power, were a plain 
Argument of their perſwafion, that their Ju- 
riſdiction over them was an Illegal Uſurpation ; 


and Groti«s fetcheth it out of rhe Talmud, that 


they were wont to ſay, we have wo King out 
B 2 God, 
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God, Now this opinion, that the Romans 
were not their Lawful Governours, continued 
ſill in the breafts of ſome Converts : and for the 
correcting thereof, St. Pau! lays down that. plain 
Propoſition, There #s no Power but of God, Again, 
there was another miſtake on the Heathen's 
part, who, among other Calumnies, did caſt 
this ——_ upon the Chriſtians, that they 
were diſloyal, and ſeditious ; and the pretence 
for their malicious Accuſation was this, be- 
cauſe they cryed up their Liberty, and refu- 
ſed to Sacrifice to Pagan Deities, and would 
not ſwear.by the Emperour's Genius, and the 


hke. Therefore, to ſtop the mouth of Slan-: 


der, and to tye up the hands of Difobedience, 
the Apoſtle lays down this ſhort Propoſition, 
as an undoubted Maxime of Chriſtianity, that 
the Powers that be are Oraained of God; and 
when St. Pau! wrote this, the Power was in 
the hands of Nero, who was as great a Mon- 
fter as ever the World bred, excepting Crom- 
well, Addto this, that of Daniel, Bleſſed be 


the name of God for ever and ever, for Wiſ- 


dom and Might are his; and He changeth the 
times and ſeaſons, He removeth Kings, and 
ſetteth up Kings, Dan. 2. 20. That of the 
Pſalmiſt, 7 have ſaid, ye are Gods, that is, in 
His place, and his Delegates, Pſ. 82. 7. That 
of our Saviour to Pilate, Thou conldſt have no 
power,unleſs it were given thee from Above, Foh. 
19. 11. That, SubjeQion is required of us 


not only for wrath, but alſo for Conſcience ſake, 
Over 
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over which none but God alone hath an ' immeat- 
ate power ; that, he who Rebelleth is not only 
a Traytor againſt the Zaws of, men, but a 
Sinner in grain againſt the Laws of God , and 
that, as the Wages of fin iz general is Deith, 
ſo the reward of his ſin in particular is Dam- 
nation ; Nothing can add light to theſe words, 
that are as clear, and bright as the Sun: and 
the Reſult of them plainly is : this; That the 
Supreme Power is of Divine: Right, becaulſeit is 
ſet up, not only by Gods Permiſſion, but by his 
Inſtitution and Appointment ; by his Warrant 
and Ordinance Imperial do. Kings reign: ſo 
that he that lifteth up his hand againſt+the 
Lords Anointed, \triketh ar the Face gf God 
himfelf , as he told Samuel, that: the Fews had 
rejected Him, (the Lord of. Life himſelf) that 
He ſhould not Reign over them, 1 Sam. 8. 7. 

2, If now in the ſecond place we argue 


from Realon : It is impoſſible to ſhew .by the 


ſtrength of any Philoſophy, that Government 
can be derived: but from God alone. For que- 
ſtionleſs, the World was not created to be no- 
thing elſe but a huge Wilderneſs ,- neither were 
men ſent into it only to beat and deyour one 
another like ſalvage Beaſts, God did ever de- 
ſign, that we ſhould live godly, rizhteous, and 
aber Lives, and our Paſſiozs being ſo various 
and turbulent, and our wills being lo perverſe, 
we cannot. imagine how there thould be among 


us any Order without Rwle, nor any Rele with- 
out 
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out Law-Makers ; and therefore a Governour 
is of God's Appointment , who: never decreeth 
the End, without decreeing the Aeans firf. 


I know what can be ſaid as to this; vis. That 
every man .is born a Free-man' by the Charter 
of Nature gz that he comes into' the world in- 
veſted naturally with a Title to i, and with 
Liberty 27: ir, and ſo no Man can take his 1nhe- 
' ritance from him, without his own ſuffrage and 
conſent. Let this be believed, - that every one 
hath power over his Goods, whether to keep or 
alienate them : that he has a power over +: 
Liberty , to diveſt himſelf of it or no. *Tis 
granted, that in Eleive States men do volan- 
tarily put their power mto the hands of the 
Chief Magiſtrate, and 'tis reaſonable they 
ſhould do ſo, that by theſe Advantages he may 
be enabled the better to proze# them, - But 
when this is done, all is done that is in the 
power of Map to do, There is ſomething elfe 
which is the richeſt Fewel in the Governour's 
Crown, namely 4 Power of Life and Death , 
he muſt bear a Sword in his hand to execute Ca- 
pital Puniſhment upon MalefaQors in Cafes Cri- 
»inal , or elſe it cannot be that a Kingdom 
ſhould and, Now,this Power can be given him 
by zoze but God himſelf, whoſe Vicegerent and 
«Dp heis. For none hath an Oris:- 
xal Rizht to our Lives but He that formed ms. 
Whatever ſome Heathens have thought, yet it 
| was 
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was never granted by any Chriſtzax, that a man 

hath.any power -to #3 himſelf, He may (ell 
his Efatey ſhemay giveaway his Liberty, chain 
himieli to afr/Oar as @aGalley-Slave, as a Jew 
had -bberty [by -&/e (boring of his Ear throggh, to 
broome 4 Servart all his aa4ys, He may 0 a 
Veiz, or: amputate a. Aerber for the prelerya- 
tion of the \reſt, but kill. himſelf he cannot, 
without | being. felo #e; je, guilty of his own 
blood: Naw, what he is got able to do himſelf; 
how can he-impower «noFher.to do it for him? 
How oan i :ai-mmenicare that to him which I 
haveno Right:po my. ſelf? Since no man is Lord 
of his «wa life, 'no man hath liberty t0-r0b-hins- 
ſelf of it, -nor- power. t0-warranta ſecond. Per- 
ſemtodoit. Yengeance is mine, 4 will repay, 
faith\rhe Zord : At is Gods Sword wherewith the 
Magiftrate firikes z and. by Him he 4s Ordained 
to:be-an:Avenger : By whowſoever he is, Choſen, 
by 604. aloe he -Revgnerh ; hisCrown and Scep- 
ter, . his Prerogatives and :Royaliies he: holderth 
of 'Him, and of -wone beſides, Take the World 
dir ibuttuely or colledbively, exther Man by Man, 
or by «whole Communities, :the King owns -#o 
Super iour Or. Enfranchiſer ( mych leſs may he be 
invaded by an Uſarer) here below. | 


All the fear is, that by thi5,grant a Monarch's 
Power. will be unlimited : An 1dle Dream, 
which ſome: 'Demagegues have held out: as a 
Flambeau, tot the World gn Fire: For _ 
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he be not under the fear'of Law, being exempt 
from all' manner of Pexalty, yet it 1s conftefled 
by all Divines and Lawyers, that'the drredive 
power of Laws doth obligehim. Who knoweth 
not, that God hath bojxnd' him tothe. reſpets of 
publick Honeſty, though he hath 'not made him 
liable toa pub/ick Rod? Who knoweth not, that 
the Laws of Nature and Religion do oblige him 
as he is a Man, and-much more as he 1s-Prince ? 
Who knows not, that: heis under the. Munict 
pal Laws of his Kingdom, ſuch as 1sthe Perition 
-h Right here with us? To theſe he hath Gound 
imſelf by his Ows Conſent : And who knows 
not, that a Promiſe:or an Oath obligeth him too ? 
and-that ſometimes he is »wore careful to keep it 
than his very Subjects are? But yet,.1f a Prince 
will abuſe his Power, and the Law too, he is not 
ſubje& to any manner of Compulſion, being ac- 
countable oz/yunto God, who a/oxe hath Seal'd 
his Commiſſion, Tt is a violation of the Laws of 
God and Nature both, td drag a Supreme! Ma- 
viſtrate into a Court of Fudicature,, and I never 
read but of two that were ever ha/ed 1o fince the 
World ſt60d;” the King of Trac] before Pilate, 
and the King of England before Bradſhaw, who 
was by far the greaterKnave of- the two, becauſe 
of his Malicious and Bloody Intention, For, 


. Pilate neoved on our Saviours behalf, and ſonphr 


to deliver himy- but This Sox of Belial contraved 
and- intended our Soveraign's deftruction,” and 
thirfted for hisBlood, - and: therefore þ;s was.the 
greater Sin, 
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3. But the time ſpends, and therefore I muſt 
touch a little upon the next Argument, con- 
cerning ſenſe of the Ancients about the Dt- 
vine Authority of the Supreme Magiſtrate. And 
here I might filla whole Volume with a Cloud of 
Witneſſes; .I, outi'of the Heatherrs themſelves, who 
had no Candle to guide: them. but- the light of 
Nature ; and yet & 5 Aids Beoinhes, Sayeth wer, 
Kings are from God. We look: ſo wpon'our 'Go- 
wernours (laith Seneca) as if we ſaw-the ilmortal 
Gods themſelves ; and: divers more have: ſaid, 
that Kings are God's Repreſctitatives, &- # Deo 
 ſecundi, next of all unto him. ' 2. Out: of the 
Book. of Wiſdome,- which though it:be Apocry- 
phal, yet is very Ancient; Power 7s "given you 
from the Lord, and Sovereignty from the Hepep, 
Chap. 6.3. 3. And if you enquire of the Pr7. 
mitive Chriſtians ; * Clement -1n his Conſtitution 
will tell you >: That'the King is, T5 Kvels ings. 
Tule, The Ordinance of God, Irenews will "tell 
you, that by whoſe Command men ave born, by his 
Commund Kings. are appoirtted, 'Tertillian will 
aſſure you, that the  Emperour is from him, from 
whore. the Man was.before he was Enperonr. Fa 
he hath received his Power from his hind,” of 
whom he' received this Soxl; Chr ſoftome will m-

 Erknow there are fame who wake nckty 4 
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this Command;thaugh thebreach of it be attend- 
ed with no leſs then Damnation ; rhey. can deſpiſe 
Government, and ſpeak, evil of Dignities, and pull 
them down from their Throwes, and take their 
Crowns from their Heads, and their Heads from 
their Shoulders, and yet think they are very Godly 
men too, and perhaps the more Godly for that. Bug 
whatever men may pretend, God/eſs cannat be 
without Obedience ; the fearing of God, and the 
honouring of the King nuſt go together , be- 
cauſe the King hath zo lefs than God's Authori- 
ty, and ſuch Religion ag is not cloathed with 
Subjedtion is plainly nothing elſe, but the cloak 
of an Hyzpocrite. According to this Re the beſt 
Chriſtians have carried - themſelves. hefore Re- 
ligion came to be Sophiſticated.” Witneſs the 
whole Quapaty of the old Apologiſts: Tertul- 
lian in particular, who boaſted with great con- 


/ fidence, that Nunquam nec Albiniani, nec Nigriani, 


nec Caſſuani invemri potuerunt Chriſtian ; | that is, 
never was a true Chriſtian found to be a Traitor to 
his Prizce ( though ſome in theſe latter dayes 
could have wiſh'd that hat paſſage could have 
never been found in the Writings of Tertull;- 
ar.) I cannot but take notice here of an 
godly and ſcandalows Evaſion, which has beenu- 
ſed by ſome' who have come among us, part- 
ly from Tyber , and partly from the Lemain 


Lake; and like Herod and Pilate have conſent- 


ed together to do. miſchief. . Bellarmine and 
Parſons, and other Jeſuits, have given this Rea- 
ſor, why the Primitive Chriſtians rebell'd nor, 
Qnia deerant wires, — they wanted ſtrength. 
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And we cannot but lament when we conſider 
that tfey, who have ſo: bitterly declaimed againſt 
the Papiſt's, have yet lick'd up their principles, 
and proſecuted their defigrr. - But tis well known 
that Buchanan and ' Knox long. ago, and Goodwin 
and his fry fre; and ( within theſe eight 
years) the Author of that Expediert, which was 
the fore-runner of the General Indulgence, have 
{aid the very /ame thing. But, not to ſpeak of 
the qrite contrary "Teſtimonies of. Cyprian; -nor 
of the Theban legion, confiſting of above 6000. 
in the Reign of Diocleſran, who ſuffer'd them- 
{clves to be cut in pieces rather than they: 
would rebel 5 Tertalliaz himſelf faid , that they 
wanted not. forces to revenge themſelves. ſeeing all 
Places were 'filld with great numbers of Chriſtians; 
Cities and Iſlands, Towns and Caſiles, nay the very 
Senate, Conrt and Camp. ſwarming with men of the 
Chriſtian Profeſſion; and *tis well known that J»- 
lian. the Apoltate's Army conſiſted of Chriſtiars 
for the moſt part , who: though they had the 
Sword in-their hands, yet could not lift them up, 
but in Prayer to God, that he would: divert the 
Emperour's moſt. wicked deſigns. Religion 1s 
ſo far from 'diſturbing the publick peace, that it 
ſettles the King's Throne-upon the ſareſt Baiis : 
And as Gyiccardine tells-us how it paſsd for a 
Proverb, that Proprium eſt Eccleſia Romane 
odifſe Ceſares , it is Natural to the Church of 
Rome. t o. hate Princes : So the World can bear 
witneſs of the Sons of thisChurch, that they did 
ever love and honour, and dutifully obey them 5 and 
an ingenious and good. man, who hath of late 
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excellently written upon our Litzrey, obſerves, - 


that whereas we pray 1n' our Letany, that God 
would deliver us from all Sedition, privy Conſpi- 
racy , and- Rebeliion, nothing to that. purpoſe can 
be found in 4»y of the Roman Millals: It is a 
Glory belonging to #his Church , that as .l 
her doGrines are pure, ſoall her praGices, and 
prayers are, loyal. 

_ 2. If by him Kings reign : Then beware we of 
thoſe deceitful workers, who , like Rats that 
naw 1n the dark, do privily go about to u- 
ermine Government, by ſuch poiſonous Do- 
rines as theſe, that Kings may be depoſed. For 
if all the powers on the Earth cannot give a Kin 
his Authority and Prerogative, neither . can at 
the powers on the Earth take them away. We 
know whoſe Creed it is, that the Pope .1s Head 
of the Church 3 that Princes hold their Crownes 
of him; that by is command their Kingdomes 
may be taken. from them ; that a diſpenſation 
abfolveth'men from all manner of .Oaths, and 
an - Excommunication doth diſcharge . them 
from their A/egiance 5 that, if Subjeds carmot 
depoſe their King but by War, then they may 
raiſe an Army, and proclaim hima common E- 
memy , and at laſt take away his life.- nay , 
that though ſentence be not formally pronounced 
againſt 'him Ex Cathedrg, yet a Prince his be- 
ing guilty of Hereſie doth ipſo fago deprive 
him of all his Royalties, and any private perfor 
whatſoever may - lawfuly kill him. Hence it 


was that Chilperick of France was dethron'd ; © 


that Francis Dandalus of Venice was bound 
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with chains , and fed like a dog with ſcraps 


and bones z that Herry the third was murder 
by Clement, and Henry the fourth by Rawail/ac. 
Theſe are ſuch deep ſtaines in his Helineſs's 
Slere , that all» the waters of Tiber will not 
waſh them out. Indeed ſome of his flatterers 
have uſed this deviſe as Fullers-ſoap to take it 
off, if poſſible ; that theſe were only the Do- 
&rines of the Canoriſts , and a few- more; and 
the pradtices of ſome privete mcr ; and there- 
fore they take it il! that they ſhould -- charge 
it upori their whole: Charch : But 'tis obſervable 


- What we find in the Comtreverſal Letters, that 


when Blackwell, the Arch-Prieſt, advis'd the E-g- 
liſh Recufants to take the Oath of Allegiance, 
the Pope ſent over a Breve, and forbad the 
Oath : and Bel/armine reprehended Blackwell 
for an Apoſtate from the Catholick Faith, And 
in the dayes of King Charles, our blefled Mar- 
tyr , Ano 47. when there were: hopes that 
all parties would agree, the Papiſts ubGribing 
to ſome Articles which tended to the confir- 
mation of our Government , the Old man at 
Rome checkt them, and made ſome do pernance 
for it. And fince this Kinge happy Reſtaur- 
ation , when the 1riſþ Remonſtrance came out 
with hopes of gaining a TFoleration , by the 
renouncing, of ſome peſtilent DoG/rines', Peter 
Walſh the Contriver of it was Cerfur'd for his 
diſobedience to the infallible Sea. To theſe I 
ſhall add but one obfervation more , that 
when Henry the third of France was murder'd, 
the Fe/rites wrote a Book de juſt} abdicatione 


Hen- 
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Henrici: tertii , wherein they affirm that t- js 
lawful for any man to kill «a Tyant; and that 
Book, was allowed at Rome 5 my witneſs for 
this is Father Watſon the Seminary Prieſt (in 
his Quodlibetsz ) and yet that very man, 
who accuſed the Jefnites, was afterwards ex- 
ecuted for Treaſon himſelf; And now lt the 
zmpartial world judge how it coneerneth all 
States to ſpew thoſe villains out of their land, 
who do not only like the Egyptian Frogs croak. 
in KingsChambers, but like ſo many Lewathar's- 
are ready to devonr them. 

But. we muſt not think,. that diſloyalty and: 
treaſon do lurk onely under a Friers Cool - it 
had been well for us, if it had not found ſhelter 
under the Schifmaticks Cloak. We look upon the 
TFeſuites as the very werſt of Papiſts 3 becauſe 
no other Sect is ſuch an enemy to civil Gorerne 
nent , as they. And: what a fad conſideration 
1s-it, that they, who have called themſelves the 
pareſt Proteſianis, ſhould chooſe 710 principles to 
eſpouſe and purſue , bat the: Jeſnites ? Let im- 
partial men confider what feditious- practices 
King James charged ſome Reformers with 1n 
the conference at Hampton Court-;; that, in 
the Geneve: Tranſlation of the Bible, the Mar- 
ginal Note upon. the 2 Chrer. 15. 16, taxeth- 
Ala for depoſing his Mother only, and not 
killing her : that Salmaſtus hath marked a ſort 
of' men in Ergland with asblack a coal as ever 
the Art of 'mary could find ; + that the two great-- 
Apoſtles of the Nextb-did teach, that if Princes 
were. Tyrants, thew Subjects were free _ _— : 
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i bonds of 'Allegiance, that it was as lawful to 
: kill them as Wolves and Bears, and that it 1s 
'Blaſphemy-to'fay, (though Part and the old Fa- 
; thers ſaid) that we muſt obey Kings, be they 
. good or bad. Let us conſider that a Book for- 
- merly written againſt the Supreme Civil Ma- 
giſtrate (wkercof Ficlerws a Papiſt was thought 
to be the Author ) was proved to haye 
.b2en written by a Diſfenter ; and that, in the 
very year when King Charls was beheaded, a- 
-nother book was Printed (and as ſome- fay , 


| licenſed by the Fag-end of the houſe of Com- 


-mons) bearing this Title, Several Speeches del;- 
wver'd at a Conference concerning the power of” Par- 
liament to proceed againſt their King, which was 
found to have been the ſame with the ſediti- 
ous Pamphlet of Parſors the _ of Succeſſion: 
fo the Crown. T ſay, whoſo hall conſider theſe 
things rightly ( at I may not mention any 
new inſtances, fince the diſcovery of the late 
devilliſh Plot) muft needs ſee, that many great 
Pretenders among us have been plain: Jeſuites, 
and we may ſay of them, as was once ſaid of 
one of their Fraternity, that they preached ſich 
a Goſpel' as' was clad in Armour. From ſuch 
Preachers as theſe, Good Lord deliver ws. 

3. If itbe by God that Kings reign,then we may 
well aſk the Queſtion, by whom it is that Kings 
are murder'd? By God's permiſſion, no doubt. 
He may hold his hand, and not interpoſe his 
Omnipotence, to reſcue an_.innocent man from 
violence, but let- things go'omin vengeance for 
a peoples fins: So 'he ſaffer'd Abel to be _ 
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derd, and his own Son to be murder'd'; and 
tis no wonder that m wrath to this Nation he 
ſuffer d our Good King to be murder'd. But 
all this will not excuſe either Cai, or the Jews, 
or the high Conrt of Injuſtice, which outvyed 
Both in their boldneſs and wickedneſs. 'Twas 
by God's permiſſion that all this was done, 
but yet by the Contrivance and Inſtigation of 
him, who worketh in the children of diſobc- 
Ci:nce. Fpheſ, 2. 2. Before Judas betrayed 
Chriſt the Text ſaith Emphatically, that rhe 
Dewil enterd into kim. Had not the Dec 
been in him , he could not have betrayed his 
Maſter : But conſidering all the circumſtances 
of that horrible A& committed at this time, 
It was ſo diabolical, ſo tranſcendently and 
eminently Diabolical , that the Divel never 
ſhewed himſelf to be an Abſolute Prince and 
Ruler until now. Shall I crucifie zouwr King? 
ſayes Pilate. The Heathen could not but ſpeak 
it with indignation and horronr. What > Cru- 
cifie your King? "Tis ſuch a Baſe as well as Bar- 
s AQ, as every one, who as but the face 
of a ar, though he be never ſo great a Villain 
cannot, methinks, but bluſh at the very thoughts 
Of it.

Well, it is time to Conclude. Thoſe black 
aud gloomy days are gone, and God grant 
we may. never. fee them more. What T have 
faid, was not intended to eaſe me of my Cho» 
cr, or to provoke mens Paſlions _ ( unleſs 
it be that of ſorrow ) or onely to rip open 
an Old Ulcer. to ' errage the Patients! But 
to lay before you the Grand Impicty of the 
Fat, which indeed this Solemnity doth re- 
uire of us in ſome meafure, that out of a 
cep Senſe of this Nations guilt, we may be 
ſtirred up ( All of us) to be Humbled True- 
ly and Sincerely for fo. foul # Crime, and from 
the bottome of the moſt penitent hearts to beg 
of God, not to- lay this Sir, this grievous an 
horrid Sin, to our charge. And in this Duty 
there are two ſorts Concerned, 

1. Thoſe old, and Grey-beaded Rebels, who 
did etther aſſiſt, or crcourage, or conmenance the 
Murder, and have hv'd to fee the fearful Com 
Sequences thereof: I wiſh. they may have liv'd 
to repent and be aſham'd of the fo too. But 
how many are there, who- wilt not own 1herr- 
feltes- to-have had an hand in it, butlay it ras 
ther at the Jeſaites door, or ſome where elſe 5 
far enough, to be ſure, from their own Threſhold?

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fruit of their Repentance) have ſhewn the moſt 
Dubtiful ſubmiſhon and obedience unto the Soz. 
But *tis fad to conſider, that inſtead of a fizcere 
Amendment, they are not yet come fo far as to 
Judas bis Remorſe, For he Repented himſelf, ſaith 
the Text,. and acknowledg'd that *twas Izrocert 
Blood, which had been betray'd, and that he hine- 
ſelf had betray*d it,. and that he had firmed in 
betraying it : { have ſizmed,. ſaid: he, 2 that 1 
have betrazed the innocent blood, Mat.27.4. Here 
was a very great ſorrow, and that which made 
him refund the thirty pieces of Silver, and at 
laſt to go and hang himſelf too. I do not wiſh 
the men, Inow ſpeak of, Judas's end 3 but I hear- 
tily wiſh that they were ſo ſerrowfal as to confefs 


their guilt 5 and ſohoneſt, as to make ſome Reſti- - 


tution- of the Price of Blvod; and moreover, that 
they were fuch friends to themſelves, and ſo juſt to 
the whole Natior, as to bring forth ſuch fruits 
of Righteoufneſs, Peace, and Obedience, as are 
meetfor Repentance. For if they would conſider 
it, tis an Eternal reproach (beſides many other 
miſchiefs) which they havebrought upon Religi- 
on by the Sin of this day;and forit's kind, greater, 
then what the Romariſts themſelves have hitherto 
occaſioned. They have murder'd Kings privately 
with poyſons; they have aſlaſiinated Princes openty 
with Knives. and Ponyards : but they never yet 
brought a- Monarch to the Block by a-fem- 
blance. of Judicial proceedings, daring the Mas 
jeſty of Heaven by their Superlative. Villany. 
The Jefuite has been but a Puny, in compart- 
ſonof theje Regicides; and yet L-wiſh there were

no Room for the Prophets complaint, [ kearken- 
ed and heard, but they ſpake not aright; no mar 
repenied hin of his wickedneſs, faying, what have

 2.:But even we alſo are concern'd in the-D«- 
tyof the Day, who were zot concern'd' as Actors 
inthe $77. There are thouſands of us, that either 
were then born, or had not power ſo:much as to 
:make an attempt to reſcue Innocence: and there 
.are many more in this. Kingdome, who were ſo 
far from helping to cut off the Kings head, that 
they did not help to drive him to his Scaf- 
fold, or to hold him by the Hair, but diſown'd 
and declared againſt thoſe inhumane, unnatural, 
and barbarous Proceedings. But this notwith- 
ſtanding, weareall of us concern'd to bethrough- 
P humbled for that, which was ated by other 
ands, For that fin hath redounded to the de- 
triment of the whole Nation : And that Bloud is 
{till clamarousagainſt us in the language of thoſe 
.Soul's under the Altar, Rev.6.10. How long, O 
Lord, Holy and True, doſt thou not judge and 
avenge our bloud on them that dwcll on the 
Earth? and though Vengeance hath been com- 
Ing upon us with a: ſlow pace, yet if we repent not 
in time of our evil courſes, God will reckon with 
us at laſt, and reckon with us ſeverely too; we 
have already ſmarted for' this ſin in a high de- 
gree; and as the Jews were wont” to ſay: that 
10 every- of their Vilitations-there :were ſome 
drams. of the Golden Calf, fo we have Reaſon 
to. believe, that in every of onr Viſitations 
there have been ſome drops of that-*Saered 
ww Bloud, 
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Bloud, and yet the Anger of God is not turn- | 
ed away, but his hand is ſtretched out ſtill, either 

to Corre&, or to daſh us in pieces. God of his 

Mercy grant us firſt ſincere and Univerſal Repen- 

tance, and then Peace and a laſting Proſperity, for 

Chriſt Jeſus his ſake, whoſe Bloud ſpeaketh better 

things, than the Sacrifices of Abel. Amen.
